1 . HUMAN RIGHTS REPORTS - TRANSMISSION (LOU) 

ON RECEIVING EA'S HUMAN RIGHTS REPORTS WITH RECOMMENDED 
CHANGES FROM THE DEPUTY SECRETARY'S OFFICE LATE FRIDAY, 

THE BUREAU LAUNCHED A MAJOR EFFORT TO GET THE REPORTS IN 
ORDER, TYPED, PROOF-READ AND DELIVERED TO HA BY SATURDAY 
NIGHT. TELEGRAMS WERE ALSO PREPARED AND SENT TO THE FIELD 
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BY SATURDAY NIGHT IN ORDER TO ALLOW AS MUCH TIME AS WE 
COULD FOR ADVANCE DELIVERY TO HOST GOVERNMENT. NUMEROUS 
PEOPLE IN THE BUREAU WORKED MUCH OF SATURDAY AND PROVIDED AN 
EXCELLENT TEAM EFFORT IN PRODUCING THE MASSIVE AMOUNT OF 
PAPER REQUIRED (AND WE ALSO HAD FIRST RATE COOPERATION 
FROM WORKING LEVEL OFFICERS IN HA, PARTICULARLY KEN HILL 
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AND OLLIE JONES, WHO HAVE ALWAYS BEEN FAIR MINDED AND 
HELPFUL COLLEAGUES). DESPITE THE MAGNITUDE OF THE TASK 

AND THE TIME PRESSURES, ONLY ONE OR TWO ERRORS OCCURRED IN 
TRANSMITTING THE MATERIAL TO THE POSTS AND THESE HAVE 
BEEN CORRECTED. LAST MINUTE DECISIONS WERE MADE NOT TO 
TRANSMIT REPORTS AT THIS TIME ON PAPUA NEW GUINEA, FIJI 
AND BRUNEI LEAVING A TOTAL OF 1 1 EA COUNTRIES ON WHICH 
REPORTS WERE SUBMITTED TO CONGRESS. THE TRANSMISSION TO 
CONGRESS TOOK PLACE AS SCHEDULED ON JANUARY 3 1 BUT IT 
WILL PROBABLY TAKE SEVERAL DAYS FOR CONGRESS TO REPRINT 
THEM AND MAKE THEM PUBLIC. A WORLDWIDE CABLE WILL BE 
SENT WHEN THAT OCCURS. 

WITH THE CONGRESSIONAL STEP OUT OF THE WAY. ATTENTION 
WILL SHIFT IN THE WEEKS AHEAD TO THE EVEN MORE DIFFICULT 
TASK OF ACHIEVING AGREEMENT ON THE CLASSIFIED "B" SECTIONS 
(AND BOTH THE "A" AND "B" SECTIONS ON THE COMMUNIST 
COUNTRIES WHICH WILL PRESUMABLY REMAIN CLASSIFIED SINCE 
CONGRESSIONAL REPORTS ARE NOT REQUIRED IN THOSE CASES). 

2. HUMAN RIGHTS REPORTS - REACTIONS (LOU) 

WE ARE LOOKING FORWARD TO REPORTING FROM OUR EMBASSIES 
ON REACTIONS TO THE HUMAN RIGHTS REPORTS BOTH BEFORE AND 
AFTER PUBLICATION. THE SEVERAL REPORTS RECEIVED THUS FAR 
INDICATE CAUTIOUS AND RATHER NON-COMMITTAL INITIAL 
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REACTIONS BY GOVERNMENTS BUT WE KNOW OF AT LEAST ONE 
EXTREMELY STRONG REACTION BY A GOVERNMENT IN ANOTHER 
REGION WHICH WE HOPE WILL PROVE AN EXCEPTION. WE EXPECT 
TO ANALYZE AND REPORT TO YOU FURTHER ON EA REACTIONS 
LATER. 

3. IGHRFA WORKING GROUP MEETING (LOU) 

THE STAFF WORKING GROUP OF THE INTERAGENCY GROUP ON 
HUMAN RIGHTS AND FOREIGN ASSISTANCE MET JANUARY 30 TO 
REVIEW A LONG LIST OF IFI AND AID LOANS. THESE INCLUDED 
LOANS FOR BURMA (ADB - FISHERIES II), MALAYSIA (IBRD 
NORTHWEST SELANGOR RURAL DEVELOPMENT), INDONESIA (AID - 
PROFESSIONAL RESOURCES DEVELOPMENT), AND FOUR AID LOANS 
TO THE PHILIPPINES (RURAL ROADS II, COOPERATIVE MARKETING, 
PANAY UNIFIED SERVICES FOR HEALTH.AND SMALL SCALE IRRIGA- 
TION II). HA/HR RAISED QUESTIONS ABOUT THE HUMAN RIGHTS 
CLIMATES IN ALL OF THE EA COUNTRIES LISTED. THE WORKING 
GROUP RECOMMENDED THAT ALL LOANS BE PLACED ON THE IGHRFA 
"CONSENT CALENDAR" AT THE MEETING WHICH IS CURRENTLY 
SCHEDULED FOR FEBRUARY 13. HOWEVER, HA/HR INSISTED THAT 
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AN ITEM ON THE PHILIPPINE LOANS ALSO BE PLACED IN THE 
DELIBERATIVE SECTION OF THE AGENDA "IN THE LIGHT OF THE 
NEED FOR AN OVERALL (HUMAN RIGHTS) STRATEGY FOR THE 

PHILIPPINES". 

HA ALSO WANTS ASSURANCES THAT THE MALAYSIAN GOVERNMENT IS 
BEING REMINDED OF OUR CONCERNS OVER THE SEVERAL HUNDRED 
PEOPLE DETAINED WITHOUT PUBLIC TRIAL UNDER THE VARIOUS 
INTERNAL SECURITY AND EMERGENCY REGULATIONS. PARTICULARLY 
THOSE HELD FOR LONG PERIODS WHO CAN BE CLASSIFIED AS 
"POLITICAL" PRISONERS.

THE PROPOSED FY 79 SECURITY ASSISTANCE PROGRAM FOR EAST 
ASIAN COUNTRIES WAS THE SUBJECT OF AN INFORMAL BRIEFING 
AND QUESTION AND ANSWER SESSION CONDUCTED BY MR. OAKLEY 
FOR TWO DOZEN CONGRESSIONAL STAFFERS ON JANUARY 26. THE 
QUESTIONS WERE MILD AND REVEALED NO GREAT SURPRISES. KOREA 
WAS THE ONE SUBJECT OF GREATEST INTEREST TO THE STAFFERS. 

5. ARMS TRANSFER POLICY (CONFIDENTIAL) 

UNDERSECRETARY BENSON TESTIFIED BEFORE THE HIRC SUB- 
COMMITTEE ON INTERNATIONAL SECURITY AND SCIENTIFIC AFFAIRS 
ON FEBRUARY 1 TO EXPLAIN IMPLEMENTATION OF THE ARMS 
TRANSFER POLICY. THE FOCUS OF HER PREPARED STATEMENT WAS 
ON EXPLAINING HOW THE ADMINISTRATION INTENDS TO MANAGE 
THE DISTRIBUTION OF THE ROUGHLY 3.2 BILLION AVAILABLE 
UNDER THE CEILING FOR FMS AND MAP TRANSFERS IN FY 1978. 

A WORKING GROUP OF THE AECB IS PRESENTLY ARRAYING KNOWN 
AND ANTICIPATED CASES IN PRIORITY RANKING AS A FIRST STEP 
IN THE MANAGEMENT PROCESS. IT APPEARS FROM THEIR PRE- 
LIMINARY WORK THAT MIDDLE EAST AIRCRAFT SALES WILL FILL 
UP A GREAT DEAL OF THE AVAILABLE ROOM UNDER THE CEILING. 

6. THE ASIA FOUNDATION (LOU) 

ASIA FOUNDATION REPRESENTATIVES HAVE BEEN CONSULTING WITH 
AID AND H CONCERNING FOUNDATION EFFORTS TO PRESENT THEIR 
PROGRAMS EFFECTIVELY TO CONGRESS; THIS SHOULD BEGIN SOON. 

I AM ALSO TOLD THAT FOUNDATION PRESIDENT HAYDN WILLIAMS 
MAY MAKE A SWING THROUGH SOME ASIAN COUNTRIES NEXT WEEK 
TO CONSULT WITH FOUNDATION REPRESENTATIVES AND SENIOR 
EMBASSY OFFICIALS ON THE EFFICIENCY OF ITS PROGRAMS. VANCE 
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PEOPLE IN THE BUREAU WORKED MUCH OF SATURDAY AND PROVIDED AN 
EXCELLENT TEAM EFFORT IN PRODUCING THE MASSIVE AMOUNT OF 
PAPER REQUIRED (AND WE ALSO HAD FIRST RATE COOPERATION 
FROM WORKING LEVEL OFFICERS IN HA, PARTICULARLY KEN HILL
